2. Every appeal under this Act shall be by notice signed by tlie 
party appealing or bis solicitor in the form or to tlie like effect in 
the schedule to this Act annexed. Such notice shall be served 
within four clear days from the close of the sitting of the county 
court for the bearing of civil bills at which the decree or adjudica- 5 
tion appealed from shall have been made, and shall he to the next 
assize to he held after the said period. Service of such notice shall 
he effected on the opposing party or his solicitor personally, or by 
leaving same at then or either of their residences with a clerk, servant, 
wife, or child, or other person therein over the age of sixteen years ; 10 
and proof of such service shall he by affidavit made before any 
justice of the peace, which he is hereby empowered to take, or 
before tlie clerk of the peace ; and on such proof being given the 
clerk of the peace shall enter the same for hearing before the judge 
of assize, and such entry shall he prima facie proof of due service 15 
thereof before such judge of assize.

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4. In ease any decree, dismiss, or adjudication, notwithstanding 
notice of appeal and of the entry into such recognizance or of the 
making of such lodgment as is herein provided, shall he executed, 
the party so executing the same or continuing in possession of any 

5 goods thereafter shall be deemed to be a trespasser, and may be 
proceeded against accordingly. 

5. Prom and after tlie passing of this Act sections 127, 129, and 
130 of the 14 & 15 Vict. c. 57., and sections of 43 and 45 of the 
40 & 41 Vict. c. 56., are hereby repealed, and the following sections, 

10 namely, sections 128, 133 to 137, both inclusive, of the 14 & 15 
Vict. c. 57,., shall be deemed to be and are hereby re-enacted ; 
and it is hereby further enacted that every decree, dismiss, or adju- 
dication made under section 150 of the 14 & 15 Vict. c. 57. may be 
appealed from as in this Act provided. 

15 6. Nothing in this Act shall be deemed to include any appeal 

brought under the provisions of the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) 
Act, 1870, or the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, and appeals 
thereunder shall be brought in manner and to the court provided 
by the 47th section of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881.
